Kxeeution of Hamilton, 


It haa again become our painful duty 
lo record tbe particulara of the ignomi- 
noua death of one of our fellow*crea* 
ture's,in compliance with the requisi­ 
tions of the violated lawa of our country. 
I'he awful aentcnco of Death was yes­ 
terday executed upon Jamea /faiw7fen, 
the murderer of the lamented Major 
Uirdsall, in the south part of this city, in 
the presence of a large concourae of 
people from thia and tbe adjoining eoun- 
tiea. 


It is ever witb emotions of the dcep- 
eat regret that we attempt to detail the 
aolemn ceremoniea attendant lipon pub­ 
lic executions i but customst and tbe 
genius of our laws, which have ordain­ 
ed capital punisbmenta more aa an ex* 
ample to tbe living, than as a puuTih* 
ment to tho offender, aeem to forbid our 
remaining silent. On the present occa* 
aion, however, we shall be as brief as 
possible. 
1 he unhappy convict has ex­ 
piated his crime upuu the gallowa—pub­ 
lic juilice is obtaincU—and we have eve­ 
ry tiunian evidence that the guilty male* 
lactoi' died a sincere and happy penitent. 


Puisuani to prcvioua arrangements, 
the pr isoner left the jail at 13 o’clock, 
guarded by the Albany corps ol artillery, 
and attended by the Sheriff, his depuiies 
and officers, and by a number of the 
reverend clergy. He had two or three 
days previously expressed a dislike to 
be taken to the place ol execution in a 
cart, and had requested of the Sheriff 
permission to walk. 
This officer, w ho 
has ever tieatcd tbe prisoner with the 
utmost attention and humanity, readily 
shewed him this, aa well as all other 
piopcr indulgencies. 
He lelt the prison 
with a countenance perfectly calm and 
serene—walked tu the place of execu­ 
tion, a distance of more than a mile, 
with a fi<m and unshaken step—and 
aacendcd the scaffold without assistance 
or apparent 
reluctance. 
The Rev* 
Mr. dtansbuiy, who has been constant 
in his attendance upon tiie unhappy man 
since he received bis sentence—who has 
zealously laboied *»in season and out 
of season/' to ilissipnte the ignorance 
and gloom of his uneducated mind, by 
the holy rays of evangelical light~->and 
wlio we confidently hope has success­ 
fully exhibited to him the riches and 
glories of the gospel,—attended him to 
ire fatal apot, and ascended the scat* 
lold with him. 
Mr. Stansbury 
then 
gave out the fist Psalm, 1st part, he* 
(!Ì tuing— 
Shew pity Loinclf U Lord 
lurgivc.’* 


I ho singing concluded, Mr. S. ad­ 
dressed the throne of grace and mercy, 
io u feeling, fervent und elegant prayer 
oi about 20 minutes. After the prayer 
was closed, al the request of the pri* 
sunei, who stated that he, feared if be 
undertook to speuh himself, he should 
'Ot be able lo rt»;dcr his ideas inlelligi* 
hie, Mr. S. addressed the ‘audience 
I in his behalf for more than thirty 
minutii»! in the moit affectioDato and 


inspre^ye m|inner. ti tnight ^¡ilv 
iruthlie aaid of the cpeatter, that the 
** <^l of eloquence was upon his tongue, 
and the honey of persuasion upon his 
lips.** Ill tbe course of the add resa, the 
prisoner requested Mr. 8 . to make a 
public confeasion fur him, of the sense 
he entertained ef the enormity nt the 
crtme he had cominitted—his full belief 
in thn justness of the sentence about to 
be inflicted—that he felt no desire to 
evade the requirements of the law—and 
to declare nis confidence in the Christian 
religion, and in the efficacy of the blood 
of the Redeemer, shed for the salvation 
of man.— Notwiilistandinff tbe reverend 
gentleman on whom had ifcvolved these 
w eighty and 
important duties, was 
greatly agitated and affected, yet, both 
his p ra y er and address, 
w h e th e r we 
regard them as pure streamr» of piory 
and dev«>tion, or a% the effusions of th e 
classic divine« were masterly perfor* 
maiicrs ; and we hope they will make a. 
suitable and lasting im p' ession upon the 
thousands ivho listened to him with 
such profound attention. 


The services were closed by singing 
the &lst Pnalm, 2d part—. 


*' Lord, 1 am vile, conceivM in sin,*' 
See — The prisoner then addressed a few 
words to those who stood im'nrdiately 
ahont him. and took a final and .<ffi;ction- 
ate farewell of the Sheriff, M '. Stans­ 
bury, and at his particular request, of 
«tveral of his former officers and com- 
piti ions in arms. 
lie was «hen launched 
into eternity, under the f'illest confiJence 
as he f vqucntly declared during the 
duy, of hiiving received a pardon for his 
sins, and consrquenily of enjoying a 
blessed immortality. 
And 
may this 
awful example prove salutary ! 


Hamilton, during 
his confinement 
since his trial and upon the day of ex 
ecuiion, conducted himself with the ut* 
most propriety 
He appeared perfectly 
resigned to his fate, and during ihe last 
hour,neit:ier uttered a murmur nor a 
atgh. 
When first swung off, the cord 
broke, in consequence of the friction 
upon the hook abuse ; but even then, 
neither his composure nor his resolution 
forsook him. 
He reguinud his feet, 
and ascended the scaffold, as firmly as 
before. 


The assemblage of spectators was 
uncommonly numerous—pi obably from 
10 to to 12,000 ; and the crowd through 
the streeta on the way to the place of 
execution, was so strong aa to create 
aerious apprehensions ; but in conse* 
quence of the judicious arrangements 
made by M r Sheiiff Hempstead, and 
the good conduct of his officers, and the 
military on duty, we are happy to atate 
tbat no material accident occurred. 


All the uniform companies of this 
city, tbe troops stationed at the canton- 
m«nc at Grcenbush, and those of the 
United Sutes at VVaiervlcit, were on 
duty.

S i r — In answer to your letter of the 
\ 3th ultimo, inquiring as to the nature 
of service in which the Regiments of 
Colonels Richmond, Lippitt, Crary, Top- 
ham, and Elliott, were engaged. 
I 
have to inform you, that the two former 
were never considered on the Continent* 
al Establishment, although at one time, 
some of the officers were commissioned, 
by Congress. 
Prom the 9th of April, 
1779, to the 9ih of April, 1780, the regi* 
inents commanded by the three latter 
officers were considced on the Conti* 
nental Establishments ; but not at any 
other time. 


The term Continental Establishment 
is understood to embrace all troops c»» 
tablitbed by the Continental Congress.— 
Of course, all forces raised for local or 
temporary dcfcnca ¡ the troops of our 
allies, the French ; militia* and regular 
troops,.whose officers were commission­ 
ed by the State Executives,are excluded.
